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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1. Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S. C. 121: 

I. Claims 1-30, 49-52 and 68-82, drawn to a container having a pump (or 
pump components), classified in class 222, subclass 333. 

II. Claims 31-36 and 83-96, drawn to a method of furnishing liquid color to a 
plasitcs resin processing machine, classified in class 222, subclass 1 

III. Claims 37, 53 and 54, drawn to methods of switching color supply sources 
for plastic resin being molded or extruded classified in class 264, subclass 
78. 

IV. Claims 38-48, drawn to a reciprocating diaphragm pump, classified in 
class 417, subclass 398. 

V. Claims 55-67, drawn a conduit connector system with inserted section, 
classified in class 285, subclass 31. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

2. Inventions I and II are related as process and apparatus for its practice. The 
inventions are distinct if it can be shown that either: (1) the process as claimed can be 
practiced by another materially different apparatus or by hand, or (2) the apparatus as 
claimed can be used to practice another and materially different process. (MPEP § 
806.05(e)). In this case the container could be used to provide a different liquid such as 
water or could be used to furnish liquid to a different location. 
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3. Inventions I and III are related as process and apparatus for its practice. The 
inventions are distinct if it can be shown that either: (1) the process as claimed can be 
practiced by another materially different apparatus or by hand, or (2) the apparatus as 
claimed can be used to practice another and materially different process. (MPEP § 
806.05(e)). In this case, the container could be used to provide a different liquid such 
as water or could be used to furnish liquid to a different location. Also, the apparatus 
could be used in a method which requires only a single container, rather than two. 

4. Inventions I and IV are related as combination and subcombination. Inventions 
in this relationship are distinct if it can be shown that (1) the combination as claimed 
does not require the particulars of the subcombination as claimed for patentability, and 
(2) that the subcombination has utility by itself or in other combinations (MPEP § 
806.05(c)). In the instant case, the combination as claimed does not require the 
particulars of the subcombination as claimed because the combination does not require 
"a flexible diaphragm separating said cover from said cavity", for example. The 
subcombination has separate utility such as pumping water or oil from a well. 

5. Inventions I and V are related as combination and subcombination. Inventions in 
this relationship are distinct if it can be shown that (1) the combination as claimed does 
not require the particulars of the subcombination as claimed for patentability, and (2) 
that the subcombination has utility by itself or in other combinations (MPEP § 
806.05(c)). In the instant case, the combination as claimed does not require the 
particulars of the subcombination as claimed because the combination does not require 
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a plural-member conduit system, for example. The subcombination has separate utility 
such delivering gravity feed liquid, without any pump or pump components. 

6. Inventions II and III are related as subcombination and combination, respectively. 
Inventions in this relationship are distinct if it can be shown that (1) the combination as 
claimed does not require the particulars of the subcombination as claimed for 
patentability, and (2) that the subcombination has utility by itself or in other 
combinations (MPEP § 806.05(c)). In the instant case, the combination as claimed 
does not require the particulars of the subcombination as claimed because the 
combination does not require the "body" within the container, which the combination 
requires. The subcombination has separate utility such as in a process with only a 
single container or processes where molding or extrusion is not involved, such as 
coating. 

7. Inventions II and IV are related as process and apparatus for its practice. The 
inventions are distinct if it can be shown that either: (1) the process as claimed can be 
practiced by another materially different apparatus or by hand, or (2) the apparatus as 
claimed can be used to practice another and materially different process. (MPEP § 
806.05(e)). In this case the apparatus could be used to provide a different liquid such 
as water or could be used to furnish liquid to a different location. 

8. Inventions II and V are related as process and apparatus for its practice. The 
inventions are distinct if it can be shown that either: (1) the process as claimed can be 
practiced by another materially different apparatus or by hand, or (2) the apparatus as 
claimed can be used to practice another and materially different process. (MPEP § 
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806.05(e)). In this case the container could be used to provide a different liquid such as 
water or could be used to furnish liquid to a different location. 

9. Inventions III and IV are related as process and apparatus for its practice. The 
inventions are distinct if it can be shown that either: (1) the process as claimed can be 
practiced by another materially different apparatus or by hand, or (2) the apparatus as 
claimed can be used to practice another and materially different process. (MPEP § 
806.05(e)). In this case, the apparatus could be used to provide a different liquid such 
as water or could be used to furnish liquid to a different location. 

10. Inventions III and V are related as process and apparatus for its practice. The 
inventions are distinct if it can be shown that either: (1) the process as claimed can be 
practiced by another materially different apparatus or by hand, or (2) the apparatus as 
claimed can be used to practice another and materially different process. (MPEP § 
806.05(e)). In this case, the container could be used to provide a different liquid such 
as water or could be used to furnish liquid to a different location. 

1 1 . Inventions IV and V are related as subcombinations disclosed as usable together 
in a single combination. The subcombinations are distinct from each other if they are 
shown to be separately usable. In the instant case, invention V has separate utility such 
as in a gravity feed situation, without any pump. Also, invention IV could be used with a 
simple one piece conduit rather than the structures of invention V. See MPEP § 
806.05(d). 
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12. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have 
acquired a separate status in the art as shown by their different classification, restriction 
for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

1 3. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and the 
search required for each Group is different, restriction for examination purposes as 
indicated is proper.
